It haa cone to ny attention that on Fehrwary 14, 19^9> Eepreaontative 
Saescer Introduced BE 2663 ”A Bill to Provide for the Adolnletration of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, estahllshed pursuant to Section 102, Rational 
Security Act of 1947/ and for other purposes,” This hill vas referred to the 
Cofioaittee on Arced Services . 


A slnilar hill vas introduced hy ^nator Seltonstall on ^Say 17, 1948, , 

as Semte Bill 2688. 


The Sasscor osasure contains a provision which, did not. appear in the 
Saltonstall hill, Under "general Authorities” Section 6 (g) appears the following 


”Whenever the Blrector (of "ttie Central InteUigence Agency) and. the 
Attorney General shall determine that the entry of a. particular alien into 
the United States for permanent residence is in the interest of national 
security or essential to the furtherance of the national intelligence mission, 
such alien and his immediate family shall he given entry into the. united 
States for pezmanent residence without regard to their Inadmisslhility under 
the immigration or any other laws and regulations, or to the failure to com- 
ply with such laws and regulatioris : Provided, That the number of aliens and 
members of their immediate families entering the Ihilted States under the 
authority of this section shall in no case exceed one hundred in any one 
calendar year.” 


I feel that If there is & serious Intent to enact this*,provSsiea that 
there l^e at least some restrictions included to protect the aecuritj^f-the 
United States after the arrival of such aliens,
